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Mark  - Attached  to  this  email  is  a letter  to  the  Mayor  and  Town  Trustees  requesting  access  to  2 
locations  in  Silverton  owned  by  the  Town  and  an  access  agreement  for  the  Town  to  sign  giving 
EPA  and  other  federal  and  state  agencies  access  to  collect  water  quality  samples  in  the  Animas 
River  and  in  Mineral  Creek.  We  plan  to  conduct  our  sampling  for  the  high  flow  at  a number  of 
locations  in  the  watershed  the  week  of  May  11“’  so  we  would  like  to  receive  the  signed  access 
agreement  by  May  4*“  if  possible. 


As  I mentioned  on  the  phone,  we  would  like  to  extend  the  agreement  for  5 years  - instead  of  the 
1 year  that  was  requested  in  2014.  If  the  Mayor  and  Town  Trustees  are  hesitant  to  give  EPA 
access  for  5 years,  they  can  change  the  agreement  to  less  than  that.  The  Access  Agreement  is 
in  MS.  Word  so  it  could  easily  be  changed.  If  it  is  more  convenient  to  scan  the  signed  access 
agreement  and  email  it  back  to  me  that  is  perfectly  acceptable.
